iei-'sed for the occasion. His Honor Mnyor 
franklin presided and, after the blessing by

Harris, expressing their regrets at being uu- 
iblti to be prvsunt. The gentlemen then took 
heir senU and gave their attentions fo one of 
he most elaborate minuet ever served In this 
illy.

City Engineer H. A. Bentley, after expres 


sing his pleasure at meeting so many Inter 
ested in city affairs, and thanking them for 
their support of him, gave his views on some 
of the principal wants of his department 
Be believes that the city should have t 
complete system of sewerage and thinks the 
old sewers could be used with few exceptions 
He states that there are now sixty miles of 
streets in Newport—equal to a much larger 
city—and suggests that the City Council in 
making their appropriations for the Highway 
Department, do so with the idea that the city 
is of 30,000 inhabitants instead of 10 000 
Alderman C. T. Hopkins, of the Finance 
Committee, thought that as a watering place 
Newport streets should be kept np to a high 
standard, and believed that money expended 
upon them well spent. He fears that some 
of his associates on the committee will object 
as the amount to be asked for is much above 
former yeais. Mr. Davis, as an "outsider," 
wished to agree with Mr. Bentley in the faci 
that Ibis city ebonld be considered of 30,000 
inhabitants in asking for money, and, as an 
"outsider" hoped that the City Governmen 
onld not get the repntation of being close in 


small things. "Don't be afraid to put ou 
city's money for the city's good. Nothing 
advances a city so mnch as liberal taxes 
Make the city what It is capable of being 
the finest city in the world." Alderman 
Cottrell did not believe a dollar was spent on 
tlie streets that did not dc a dollar's worth o 
good. The idea going abroad that we have 
no system of sewerage hurts the city. With 
an expense of 850,000 the city could havetbi 
foundation of a complete system of seweragi 
and be would recommend the issue of bond: 
for $50,000 and hoped the plan would be 
carried out. He thought it a subject whicl 
should be considered by everybody interest 
ed in the wellfare of tbe city'. 


Mr. Bnrdick was glad to see the Fire De 


partmentso well represented, and called upon 
Mr. Thos. J. O'Neil, the new conncllma] 
from the Fifth Ward, who ii a member of tha 
committee. Mr, O'Neil said that being a mw 
member he had not yet become familiar wit 
the duties of his position. He spoke of hi 
predecessor, Mr. Bnrdick, in a very compl 
mentary manner, and hoped and bellevei 
that, though he failed a re-election to th 
council, he would soon be called upon to fU 
a still higher position. Mr. John Gilpin te 
iponded for the New York Herald, and after 
referring humorously to his honorary posi- 
tion as secretary for the evening, said that 
he considered the presunt City Government 
a good one and hoped It would carry out the 
suggestions offereil by Mr. Davis and mem- 
bers of the Street Department.

Tbe Baptist church 
of Olympia a few years ago bad for Its »hc[- 
lerd Ihe Rev. James P. Ludlow, a truly pious 
mil humble man who served the Lord will 
ind faithfully until the political powers of 
.he United Sutes interfered and made him 
Ulerk of the Washington Territory District 
jourt at a higher salary. Itev. Mr. Ludlow 
was the leading spirit of the Hume Mission 
Society in Alaska, and Ihe greatest grief and 
rouble of his mundane existence was that 
Olympla was too small a town uiwu which 
to exhaust bis spirituality. Ho lay awake at 
night and sighed for a greater field for gospel 
work, until one night he had an apparition 
which told him he must do like the Pacific 
street old clothes dealer—gu after custom if 
custom would not come to him. It was then 
that the reverend gentleman conceived the 
dea of building a gospel-ship, which should 
carry tbe good tidings to tbe inhabitants of 
all the inland waters of the great Northwest. 
Rev. Mr. Luulow had not yet forsaken the 
service of the Lord for the more lucrative 
service of the goddeas Justice in thn court- 
room , and he had comparatively little diffi- 
culty in securing funds with which to com 
mence the work. The vessel was launched 
In the autumn of 1881 to the great joy of the 
Rev. Mr. Ludlow. 
But she was not yet 


equipped. 


A SEDUCTIVE rAMl'JII.KT 


To secure Ihe necessary funds and material 


Rev. Mr. Ludlow employed, no doubt, the 
stiine means with the aid of whiub he had 
managed to get surtloient money to build the 
hull. Mr. Ludlow could not only speak very 
piously, but he could write, and to printer's 
ink he had resource. He embodied his ap- 
peal for aid to forward the Lord's work In a 
little pamphlet, which bo carefully omitted 
tu circulate ou tbe Pacific coaft, but which 
he distributed lavishly among the good and 
religious splnsteis among the East and Eu- 
rope. It is a curious literary production 
The title pnge looks like the horoscope of an 
astrologer, with a four-masted steamer sailing 
in a circle, its bowsprit in collision with tbe 
words "He taught tbe people," and its ster 
juxt clear of ''out of tbe ship.'* The sea is 
formed by tbe words "Occupy while I come' 
and the sky over the ship by tbe command 
"Go ye into all tbe world." The pamphle1 


pretends to bit issued by the North Star Mis 
sion of Alaska, Washington Territory ant 
British Colnmbia.of which Rev. Mr. Ludlow 
seemed to .be the only member, for it win 
written in the first person and signed with hli 
name. This is the opening sentence: "He 
loved In tbe Lord: After five years of wait 
ing, watching, woiking and praying on tui 
far-away field (whether he means the Baptis 
Church or tbe courtroom does not seem plain 
tbe dear Lord is now permitting me to go for 
ward in the execution of a mission which he 
has laid and kept as a special burden on my 
heart. This is none other than to build and 
equip a steam launch which shall go up am 
down all these inland waters of the grea 
Northwest, including Washington Territory 
British Columbia and Alaska, bearing to al 
classes .the precious gospel of Jesus, withou 
money and without price. No grander o 
more comprehensive missionary work is pre 
sauted anywhere than this." 


AN ENTICING PROGIIAMME. 


As the sequel shows, the mission, in th< 


ixecntion of which Ihe dear Lord permittee 
he Rev. Mr. Lndlow to go forward, was th 
loodwinkfng of Eastern religious people ti 
make them contribute to the coat of buildlnj 
a steamer to be nsed as a tugboat on Pnge 
sound. "Everywhere," continued tbe per 
uasive parson, "tbe religious destitution i 
very sad." 
This, no donbt, was true, es 


penally since he himself cast off tbe minis 
erial garb and became a court clerk at an in 
Creased compensation. "Among'this grea 
fleet of vessels and army of seamen there 1 
at no point a Bethel, or any systematic Bethe 
work done among them. The Chinese ele- 
ment is totally ignored by any Christian el 
ort except In one or two larger town! 
throughout this entire field," he continue 
on page 5, "to each and all its classes of bu 
man need, and wherever the curling emok 
of wildwood camp or cabin shall signal us 
we propose to go, bearing the free an 
precious gospel of Jesus, and by voice o 
cheery greeting, or of printed page and pic 
ure, by sermon or by song, by tbe lone mis 
sionary or tbe praying band, by ministratio 
to the spiritnal, physical or social needs o 
tbe people, and by any agency or agen 
which God shall give us we shall seek t 
gladden, educate and save." That fentenci 
no donbt struck borne among tbe rellgiou 
sentimentalists which are so ready to con 
Contribute to the Christian North Pole Para 
sol Fund and the African Missionary Flann 
Society while they overlook the appeal of di 
tress and poverty at home. The Rev. M 
Ludlow must have thought so, too, for nex 
he discharges himself of tbe folio wing inca 
tation, all for the purpose of gaining th 
means to build a tugboat: "To board evei 
vessel, to hail evfry canoe, to visit ever 
camp, tj reach every Chinaman, and evi 
take tbe name of Jesus with us, is what is i 
our heart to do. Ibe Master's voice h 
reached at once onr head, our heart and 01 
pocket, saying, 'Go ye into the highways 
and he has already heard our* reply, 'Lor 
ve go.-' and as the Lord shall send us to h 
chosen laborers, a Moody and Sankey, or an 
other consecrated worker with songorservlc 
this vehicle of communication ii ever 
hand." 


THE "EVASOEI" EQUIPPED. 


As a matter of fact the gospel sniptEvang 


has been at hand only for those who we 
willing to pay roundly for the service of t 
once Itev. Mr. Lndlow, whose clerk and pu 
ser, for many months, wal a son of Hen 
Ward Beeoher. The pamphlet writer th 
Informs the res Jer of his wants to put t! 
boat into commission, assuring them that 


elr present loans to the Lord will be subject 
tbelr order of dispoul. The boat-building 
-parson then glvts a list of the require 
nun, estimating the cost at about $2500. 
rnoug them a Bible, a Young's Couoord- 
ice, fifty gospel hymns, one anti-mildew 
lit, and thirty camp-chairs for gospel ser- 
oes are prominently mentioned. The pro- 
ne captain who is in command, no doubt 
u had all those articles stowed away in fie 
ast accessible locker, for they have never 
en used. From experience with this wick- 
world tbe pamphleteer has been led to be- 
ive that his motives might be questioned, 
id to allay suspicion he appended a number 
names, to whom he refers Inquirers ss to 
a petition and integrity.

They may have a separate 
trap, but this 'cannot be depended upon 
3ecaut« of ite liability to evaporate.

Introductory Note.—The apostle, In 


his discussion of 
Christian duties, 


teaches that the rich and the poor are 
alike before God, aud should be iqual In 
the church; he then considers the rela- 
tions of faith and works, and In this 
lesson sets forth the necessity of a proper 
control of the tongue. 
I. The power of the tongue. The 


tongue here stands for, or represents, 
the words that are uttered by Us action. 
"Out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speakelh," said our Saviour, aud 
Immediately after, "By thy words thou 
shall be lusllflcd, and by thy words thou 
slult be condemned." Because the for- 
mer is true, the latter, also, is true. 
Wordi represent thoughts, feelings, 
Ideas, principles; what we cherish in 
our heans that we talk about; whit fills 
our minds finds expression In our speech. 
If our hearts are bad our language will 
he bad; il our hcurts art) good our words 
will reveal that fact. This, of course, 
assumes that we are honest aud truthful 
In what we say. If we use our words, 
as some do, to conceal our thoughts and 
principles, to cover up onr characters, 
they are certainly bad, being false and 
hypocritical. 
Clearly, so far as the 


speaker Is concerned, the power of the 
tongue Ins uot been overstated by the 
apostle. It ruveala his true charucter.or 
U covers his hypocrisy. In either case 
the eye that sets beneath all disguises 
discern the truth and renders a just 
judgment, justifying when pood words 
come forth out of a good heart, and con- 
demning when bad words reveal the bad- 
ness of the heart from which they flow, 
or when, being themselves sweet and 
fair, they are used to conceal the bad- 
ness of the heart behind ihcm. One's 
words not only indicate the condition 
and character of his own heart, and so 
form a basis of judgment for or agMnst 
him, 
bnt also go forth to affect other*. 


Like arrows shot from the bow, they fly 
swiftly somewhere. 
Not one of them, 


heard by human ears, falls idly to the 
ground. Some weight it h«s for good or 
evil. So the apostle spoke wisely »nd 
truthfully when he said, "If any man 
iitteud not in word, the same is a perfect 
man, 
and able also to bridle the whole 


body." 
II. The proper use of the tongne. 


This we have not far to look to find. We 
may bless God and we may curse men 
with the same tongue. Like all other 
faculties, the power of speech was given 
to us by cur Creator to be used for his 
g!ory; like all other bodily organs, the 
toiinui: ought to be made a minister of 
righteousness, a helper In every good 
work, a servant ol right purposes. We 
have no rishtto use It for basu and un- 
worthy cuds; no right to lend Its power 
to the spreading of falsehood, scandal, 
unwholesome truth, or mischievous doc- 
trines of any kind; no right to use it in 
unkind criticism, in unjust censure, in 
uncalled for condemnation j no right to 
bring with It a railing accusation against 
our brother; no right to heap curses and 
maledictions on the heads of those who 
offend us; no right to profane the name 
of the All-wise and All-merciful Father 
of men snd Giver of every good and 
every perfect gift. On the other hand, 
we ought, cheerfully and gladly, to use 
this noble power, bestowed, upon us In 
love and wisdom, to praise and glorify 
the Giver; to bless him to whom we are 
so greatly Indebted; to speak words of 
comfort and counsel wherever there Is 
an opportunity. Words cost but little; 
none are too poor to give them; coming 
from a kindly heart they may often 
scatter clouds that have gathered thickly 
around some weary, heavy-laden fellow- 
traveler; they may guide someone grop- 
ing iu darkness and vainly struggling, 
not knowing which way to turn to find a 
ray of light, and, by the added blessing 
of tht Holy Spirit's gracious Influence, 
may be made Instrumental In leading a 
soul from the path that goes ever and 
only downward Into that which leads 
steadily upward until It enters tbe wide- 
open gate of the celestial city. For the 
use we make of this noble power we 
shall have to give account to God; for 
tvery Idle word, for-every false word, 
for every slanderous word, for every 
profane word. The grace of God In the 
heart, and tbat only, will enable us to 
acquire and maintain the proper use of

prudence which are characteristic of 
those who are born north of the Tweed. 


I am sure that many of my readers 


will already have guessed the name of 
this poor Irish boy. In afler years tbat 
name became a household word,not onijr 
'in the city of his residence, but through- 
out the United Stales. That name was 
Alexander Turney Stewart. 


The boy tried tirsi to get a mercantile 


situation, but be who In after years was 
destined to employ thousands, at one 
time could Una no one to employ htm. 
Still he was nut at the end ol his re- 
sources. For besides bis education he 
looked older than his years. Somehow 
he contrived to obtain the post of as- 
sistant in a commercial scuool. lie was 
able to live, but uot luxuriously, lui- his 
pay was less than six dollars a week. I 
may remark, however, that six dollars it 
that tln\e probably amounted to as much 
as twelve uow-a-days. Board could be 
had for two dollars a week, and as for 
the spending money which boys of six- 
teen now think they must luve, thnre 
was little to spent! money lor. Extra- 
vagance, which has now become so 
general, was of later growth. 


However, young Stewart waa not con- 


tent, as long as he could better himself, 
lie was soon able to do so. Hi applied 
for, 
and obtained, a better position lu 


another school of the same character, 
where he received the magnificent salary 
nf three hundred dollars a year. Probably 
he saved something out of tbis. At any 
rate, I am sure he didn't allow himself 
to spend much money for amusements,or 
any articles that were not necessary, 
lie was not destined to remain a teacher 
long. 
The commercial- Instinct was 


strong within him. He gave up teach- 
ing, 
and opened a retail 'dry goods store 


on an humble scale. He was still a mere 
boy, for when he closed up his business 
he was but nineteen. He did not clot* 
up on account of business embarrass- 
ments, bnt ou account of a piece of 
good fortune, of which he heard In 1891. 


Tbe good fortune was the news of ao 


Inheritance lefc him by his grandfather 
In Ireland. Naturally, he returned to 
his native country to look after It. It 
proved to amount to about five thousand 
dollars, which was no small fortune ID 
that day. Youug Stewart had no sooner 
secured his .money than he Invested It in 
'•Insertions" and "scallop trimmings," 
and icturned to New York. He lost no 
time in renting a store at No. 283 Broad- 
way, 
and going to work In earnest. He 


did not leave his business to look after 
itself, but overlooked every detail,work- 
ing from fourteen to eighteen hours 
daily. lie did nearly everything him- 
suli. II'! was his own cashier, book- 
keeper, and salesman, ond did not ever 
disdain to be his own porter. If the 
young men who to-day start In business 
on limited capital would follow his ex- 
ample, they might not indeed reach his 
success, for not every common soldi :r 
cau become a Napoleon, but they would 
be pretty sure to meet with eomi 
measure of success.

of the fourth, which Mr. Stewart carried* 
too far.

Hi bought to the best advan- 
tage, and so made his protH as large as 
fairness would allow. 
N.iturally, 
he 


prospered, and In six years he was oblig- 
ed to take a larger store. Il was uot till 
the year 1846 tbat he completed and 
opened the store at Chambers street and 
Broadway, which afterwards became his 
wholesale store. It was later still that 
he built the marble store, flllini; an en- 
tire squire, and bounded by Broadway 
and Fourth Avenue, Ninth and Tenth 
streets.

broke nut. He obtained valuible con- 


In closing his ex- lracts for army blankets a.nd supplies, 


and his fortune was increased by mil- 
lions. 


I do not propose to enter Into details 


concerning his great business. He estab- 
lished factories in America and Europe 
for the manufacture of the carpets aud 
woolen goo .Is In which he dealt, and I 
have been told, in his different establish- 
ments employed not less than eight 
thousand persons at one time. And this 
was the boy who couaht for himself a 
position, in vain, at the age of sixteen. 


Mr. Stewart was not a popular emp- 


loyer. He was hard and ending, and 
his rules were unyielding. In Illustra- 
tion of this I will relate an anecdote, 
which I am assured Is trus. 


One of his principal heads of depart- 


ment, who had been in his employ fifteen 
years, violated an important regulation, 
lie was summoned to the presence of the 
merchant, and reminded of the penalty— 
dismissal.

been hastened more than one-hull. 


, That <*, a sheep or a pig which 


matured at 3 years, or a steer which 
WM ready for slaughter at 5 years 
formerly is now ready for the butch- 
er at lens than half these ages. Pigs 
•re said to be ready for pork at 9 
months, wethers for mutton at 20 
months, and a 2-year-old steer is 
ready for the block at that age. It is 
to be feared that these claims are 
greater than can be justly allowed. 
No doubt some animals by excessive 
forcing are made as fat and reach us 
heavy a weight at these premature 
ages as others used to do in twice 
the }imc, but it is a question if this 
forcing is profltablc either to the 
feeder or the consumer. On the one 
hand, an nninml is forced to consume 
as much food in two years as was 
formerly spread over four years, so 
that on the whole there is no gain 
but in time, while on the other hand 
the consumer has very immature or 
half-grown mcnt, which is devoid of 
flavor and nutritive quality, and the 
meat is overloaded with fat, which 
is a waste. Physiologically it is a 
matter of doubt if the muscular 
growth of an unlinal am really be 
hastened by any process of feeding. 
Fat can be produced, no doubt, but 
fat Is a diseased condition of the 
system, and ah excessively fat ani- 
mal would soon die under continued 
feeding. But if we examine the meat 
of one of these young overgrown an- 
imals it is found to be in very great 
disproportion to the fat. 
It is quite 


common, for instance, for the 9 
months old pigs which weigh 800 
pounds to be turned wholly into the 
lard kettle because the few pounds 
Of flesh under the fat is not salable 
or useful as food. On the whole, it 
certainly does appear as if we had 
carried the forcing system of feeding 
to an unprofitable extreme. Every 
year the losses of swine by disord- 
ers clearly traceable to over-feeding 
increase in number, and although we 
are told Jthat the dreaded" diseases 
have been overcome and have disap- 
peared, yet thfi feeding season no 
sooner begins again when the hog 
•cholera breaks out as plentifully as 
at any time before. 
Jt is a:qnestiou 


if we can safely follow English pre- 
cedents in this respect of forcing an- 
imals to prematurity. Certainly, if 
we are to suffer the pains and penal- 
tics, the diseases and losses among 
our live stock, which English farm- 
ers are complaining of, it is very 
clear that we cannot afford to do it 


Haw Bliull Wel'low? 


The depth of plowing is a subject 


that jjlvcs rise to more discussion 
and difference of opinion than al- 
most any other in fanning. 
Many 


do not consider the very ini|>ortaiit 
fact that deep or shallow plowing 
depends upon the nature_of the soil. 
The truth is, there are many soils in 
which if one plow deep ho may find 
great profit in so doing; but on the 
other hand, there arc thousands and 
thousands of acres of land where it 
is sheer madness to plow deep. On 
Hat clay land, where water cannot 
drain lapidly away, and where the 
lack of drainage is the bane of the 
cultivator, it is found by experience 
that a shallow but rich surface soil 
is much better than a deeply stirred 
or plowed one. And the reason is 
obivious. If water he an injury and 
it cannot get into the so.il by reason 
of the hf.rdncss of the subsoil, 
the 


ruin will pass over the surface to the 
ditches, which always have to be 
made in a flat country. If we loosen 
the soil deeply we only gather more 
of the enemy, and this 
counterbal- 


ances what otherwise might be of 
great value in a deep soil. Hcsidcs 
there are other considerations ; if the 
surface soil be poor, and we turn 
this down into a still poorer subsoil, 
we bury what little good there might 
have been in the surface soil fur be- 
low the reach of the roots. There 
is no department of industry where- 
in circumstances alter cases more 
than this. 
While deep plowing is 


an excellent thing when circumstan- 
ces agree, there are innumerable 
cases where wisdom would direct us 
to take the other course—[Gernwn- 
town Telegraph.

A Warm lied I'or Pigs. 


Every observant farmer 
knows 


that if his cattle are not sheltered 
from cold weather and storms, they 
will require much more food to keep 
them in good condition than if they 
are retained in good warm stables. 
Just so with the swine, if they are 
suffered to run over the premises in 
the snow and sleet, with their bodies 
shivering with the cold, and withou 
a warm and dry bed of clean straw 
to resoit to when they choose, they 
will not only come out with mange 
in the spring, but'at every opportu- 
nity they have will convince their 
owners that a'l the food they ha\e 
devoured has been thrown away; 
for ehotes that have a cold, damp, 
comfortless bed, will be poor in flesh. 
It has been the opinion of some of 
our best northern farmers, that in 
order to make a hog profitable he 
should not ever let him see the win- 
ter, and it is pretty well proven that 
unless they have warm quarters to 
winter iiij spt iijg pigs, TVC!! kept and 
nursed, are far less expensive and 
yield more in return than those which 


, arc fifteen or eighteen months old. 


But there is one thing certain, if we 
prefer to winter our store hogs, we 
ought to be care I'ul to keep them 
both warm and dry through our long 
and cold winters. 


The quantity of food required to 


keep a hen in ijood working condi- 
tion is about 4 ounces of corn or its 
equivalent of other food per day. 
Tliis is a quarter of a pint. Corn 
alone will not make eggs, but wheat 
will, and the hens which run around 
a barn and have the run of the wheat- 
mows are those which 
produce 


the eggs. A glass house and all the 
accessories of broken shells, dust 
baths. &c., will not help in the pro- 
duction of eggs. They are. good in 
their way, but the fowls need abund- 
ant exercise and nothing more than 
reasonable feeding. It is better to 
compel the fowls to take exercise by 
scattering their feed and by feeding 
them moderately late in the morn- 
ing, giving the principal meal late in 
tho afternoon. 
A variety of food is 


good, but too much is worse than a 
moderate leaning tho oilier way. 
Exercise, however, is indispensable.
